and the eafier pieces of Ovid and Twly. Ought 
not the ſame condeſcenſion to be uſed in re- 
quiring the York from them ? ſhould they be at 
once,at the very firſt engaged upon the whole 
work of Grammar promiſcuouſly?

way to be prevented, The way marks of the 
Latin language, are the Terminations of Nouns 
and Yerbs principally, with other accidents of 
the Toxgue, whic1 are more evidently pro- 
pounced, and rendred more familiar by uſe in 
this method, The eafineſs which ariſes from ſus- 
ting the clauſes under their Rale,trom giving ex-
